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CURATOR OF SNAKE HOUSE 
BITTEN ON HAND BY VIPER 


R. Marlin Perkins Struck by One of Most 
Poisonous of Reptiles — Assistant GiveS 
Aid at Risk of Own Life. 


R. Marlin Perkins, curator of the 
Reptile House at the zoo, was bit- 
ten by a Gaboon viper, one of the 
most poisonious of West African 
snakes, this afternoon. He isin a 
serious conditions in St. Mary’s 
Hospital. 

Moody Lenz, Perkins’ assistant, 
sucked the venom from the wound 
immediately after it was inflicted, 
thus endangering his own life, as 
any chap or scratch in his lips or 
within his mouth might have ad- 
mitted the poison to his system. He 
is under treatment with serum, but 
has shown no ill effect. 

As the occurrence was described 
by Lenz to George E. Dieckman, 
member of the: Zoological Board, 
Perkins and Lenz were holding the 
viper, and removing a small scale, 
when it wrigyled its head free and 
bit Perkins on the index finger of 
the left hand. Only one fang pen- 
etrated the finger. Had both fangs 
penetrated, it is thought he could 
not have iived more than a_ few 
minutes. 

Lenz said he threw the snak:; 
aside, seized Perkins’ finger and 
began sucking the wound and spit- 
ting out the matter which he drew 
from the wound. Then he admin- 
istered a serum, which is kept on 
hand at the zoo for rattlesnake 
bites, 

Despite these attentions, Perkins 
became unconscious within a few 
minutes. After he was taken to 
the hospital, another ‘serum, de- 
signed against bites of South Amer- 
ican snakes, was administered. 


Soon after Perkins was received 


at the hospital, the physicians 
there got into communication, by 
long distance telep.ione, with Dr, 


Raymond Ditmars, curator of the 
snakehouse at the Bronx Zoo. He 
was able to advise nothing more 
than use of the serum on hand, 

“Lenz and I were picking para- 
sites off the gaboon viper,” he said 
at the hospital. “He broke away 
from. our hold and bit me on the 
left hand.” 

At»3 p. m., physicians said Perk- 
ins had a chance for recovery and 
decided to resort to blood trans- 
fusion. Six employes appeared at 
the hospital shortly thereafter, 
volunteering their blood, and tests 
were made to select proper sub- 
jects for the transfusion. 

Perkins, known technically as a 
herpetoligist, has .been in charge 
of the Reptile House, most recent 
large subdivision of the zoo for a 
year. He lives at 4332A Lindell 
boulevard, and formerly resided in 
Carthage, Mo. He is single. 

“The African and East Indian 
snakes are much more deadly than 
those of the American continent,” 
Dieckman said. “Their poison ex- 
tends through the system with a l- 
most incredible rapidity. In con- 
trast with them, the American rat- 
tlesnake’s poison works slowly, and 
gives its victim ample time _ for 
treatment. Whena Hindu is bitten 
by one of these snakes, no time is 
lost in amputating the limb that 
has been btten, and’even this he- 
roic treatment is usually too late.’

STATE TREASURER 
OF OnIO INDICTED 
ON LIQUOR CHARGE

Bert B. Buckley for Al- 
leged Conspiracy.

COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 31.—State 
Treasurer Bert B. Buckley was in- 
dicted today by the Federal. grand 
jury on two counts for conspiracy 
to violate the prohibition law and 
on eight other charges. Two others 
were “indicted .jointly with Buck- 
ley. They are John L. Schrimper, 
Cincinnati attorney, and Joseph 
Speerber, brewmaster of the Jack- 
son Brewing Co., Cincinnati, 

Adolph Gruber, another 
cinnati attorney, was named 
co-conspirator with 
Schrimper and Speerber, 
not indicted. 

The overt acts with which Buck- 
ley is charged are that he intro- 
duced Schrimper, Gruber and John 
F* Eckhart, Assistant Prohibition 
Administrator, on Oct. 10; that he 
offered Eckhart $300 a month on 
Oct. 13, and that he offered his 
personal anr political influence to 
obtain appointment of Eckhart as 
State Prohibition Director. 

Buckley also is charged with 
having received $2.50 a half barrel 
for beer manufactured and held by 
unnamed breweries and receiving 

250 from Schrimper in October, 
1928. 

Buckley and the Cincinnati men 
are charged with conspiring to ob- 
tain information concerning Fed- 
era) raids for the purpose of warn- 
ing the Jackson Brewing Co. and 
“divers other breweries Of Cincin- 
nati.”’ 

It was further alleged that Buck- 
ley, Schrimper and Speerberg con- 
spired to influence Eckart to pro- 
vide the advanced information on 
raids without reporting to his im- 
mediate superior, Willliamm Wood- 
ruff, acting administrator. Buck- 
ley also was alleged to have asked 
Eckart to promise 
Cincinnati breweries.

He was re-elected to the post 
last November. Buckley’s identifi- 
eation with the State government 
started in 1915 when he was cho- 
sen State Fire Marshal. He was 
the Republican nominee for Con-

A statement declaring his inno- 
cence and characterizing the 
charges on which he was indicted 
as a “cold-blooded frameup” was 
issued by Buckley, a few minutes 
after he learned of the grand jury’s 
action.

Doctors Plan New Measures

LONDON, Dec. 31.—Tonight’s 
official bulletin on King George's 
condition was as follows: 

The King had a good day, 
There is no change im the condi- 
“tions noted this morning. Bac- 
teriological examination shows 
that the extent and potency of 
the local infection are diminish- 
ing

The morning bulletin said: 

The King has passed a some- 
what restless night. His gen- 
eral condition is maintained, 
although as previously noted the 
state of exhaustion still presents 
a difficult problem. There is a 
little more readiness to take 
nourishment and the local condi- 
tion is progressing. 

The five doctors were in Buck- 
ingham Paiace before 10 o’clock 
this morning, but the bulletin was 
not issued until after 12:30, as a 
long consultation followed the ex- 
amination of the patient. 

Today was one of the coldest and 
most disagreeable of the winter, 
but a considerable crowd was out- 
side the palace, anxioms to learn 


ithe news from the bedside. 


Brewmaster Named With | 


Weakness Still Disquieting. 

In palace circles it was indicated 
that the bulletin was not regarded 
in too satisfactory a light. It was 
pointed out, however, that there 
was no definite setback and that 
the doctors were satisfied with the 
way things are going except for =e 
patient’s weakness. 

It was authoritatively stated at 
Buckingham Palace at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon that the King was 
having .a restful day. 

King George today entered the 
seventh week of his illness with- 
out having made sufficient prog- 
ress to relieve the anxiety of his 
subjects. 

Although the public has been 
repeatedly warned by the King’s 
physicians that his progress must 
be slow, there is general disap- 
pointment whenever no change is 
recorded in his condition. Such 
disappointment resulted today from 
Sunday evening’s bulletin, which 
said: 

The King has had a quiet day. 

There is no change to report in 
flis Majesty’s condition. 

To Use Heart Stimulant. 

New measures which the doc- 
tors decided to take in the hope of 
increasing the King’s strength were 
understood today to be of a me- 
dicinal nature, intended to stimu- 
late the heart. 

The best that could be said of 
the King’s condition was that if 
there had been no noticeable _ in- 
crease in strength, there had been 
no diminution during the last 
three days. Meanwhile ultra-violet 
ray treatment was being contin- 
ued. 

While the progress of the King 
has certainly been slower than the 
public expected, his condition was 
hopeful enough to have relaxed a 
little of the tense anxiety among 
members of the royal family. 

Sons of King Hunt. 

The three elder sons, the Prince 
of Wales, the Duke of York and 
the Duke of Gloucester, each spent 
part of Christmas week in the 
hunting field. The Prince of Wales, 
who, in the first days after his re- 
turn to London, never left the 
neighborhood of Buckingham. Pal- 
ace, spent the weekend in the 
hunting country near Melton Mow- 
bray, which is more than 100 miles 
from London, 

Queen Mary also ventured to 
leave the palace yesterday. Ac- 
companied by the Duke of Glou- 
cester and Prince George, she 
had tuncheon at the Piccadilly res- 
idence of the Duke of York. 

These indications, together with 
the fact that only the regular 
physicians were in attendance yes- 
terday, were interpreted as signs 
that the royal family was confi- 
dent that there was no immediate 
danger to be feared.

WOMAN WHO SHOT. 
MAN 1S HELD ON 
MURDER WARRANT 


Ex-Husband Comes to As- 
sistance. of. Mrs. Antoin- 
ette Abrams, Who Killed 
Jay A. Jenkins. 


SHE AND VICTIM 
LIVED TOGETHER 


Fatal Quarrel Developed at 
Party When He Declared, 
“I Would Never Marry 
Any Woman.” 


A warrant charging first-de- 
gree murder was issued this efter- 
noon against Mrs. Antoinette Ab- 
rams, divorcee and former nurse, 
who shot and killed Jay A. Jen- 
kins, a candy salesman, early yes- 
terday in the flat at 7034A J)art- 
mouth avenue, University City, 
where they lived together. 


The action followed an inquest, 
held in an undertaking establish- 


ment at Overland, at which = § the 
Coroner’s verdict was  honicide. 
Takem to Clayton, Mrs. Abrams 


was placed in jail to await a pre- 
liminary hearing set fog Thurs- 
day before Justice of the Veace 
Werremeyer. 

Although Mrs. Abrams had ad- 
mitted the shooting to University 
City police, stating that Jenkins’ 
remark, “I would never marry any 
woman,” had led to the fatal quar- 
rel, she did not take the stand. 
Still wearing the velvet party dress 
and the gray squirrel coat. she 
wore when arrested, she wept dur- 
ing most of the testimony. 

The former husband, J. M. Ab- 
rams, a@ racing and boxing pro- 
moter of New Orleans, who had 
hurried here to take charge of 
on, John, and as- 
sist his wifé, was at. the inquest. 

Party Guests Testify. 

An eye-witness account of the 
tragedy was given by Mr. and Mrs, 
William Milne, 4920 Palm street, 
friends of Mrs. Abrams, who were 
observing their fifteenth wedding 
anniversary as guests of Mrs. 
Abrams and Jenkins. 

It was almost midnight and the 
guests were preparing to go, having 
donned their coats and hats. Mrs. 
Abrams, they said, congratulated 
them on their anniversary and Jen- 
kins offered his good wishes, say- 
ing: “I hope you have 15 more 
happy years; I hope you are as 
happy as Iam.” Mrs. Abrams, they 
said, bowed her head and left the 
room. Jenkins followed her. A 
few minutes later they heard three 
shots. 

“We walked down the hall to 
the back bedroom,” Milne related, 
“Just as we reached it, Mrs. 
Abrams opened the door. Jenkins 
was sitting on the bed leaning for- 
ward. He said, ‘I’m shot,’ and we 
thought he was joking. 

“Then he -peke to me, saying: 
‘You folks had better go home and 
take Jack with you. We'll take 
care of this ourselves.” So my wife 
got the boy in the living room and 
put.on his cca. We went home 
without saying anything more.” 

Police Sergt. Peter Gaffney tes- 
tified that he was sent to the“flat 
shortly after midnight and was 
admitted by Mrs. Abrams, who led 
him and another policeman to the 
bedroom. Jenkins in a bathrobe 
was sitting on the bed. A small 

caliber pistol lay on the dresser, 
under a woman’s hat, and three 
discharged shells were found in 
the room. Glasses that had con- 
tained liquor and cigarette stubs 
were scattered about the  living- 
room. 

Says Jenkins Slapped Her. 

Chief of Police Ward repeated 
the account which he said Mrs. 
Abrams had given him at the Uni- 
versity City police station. 

“TI went to the bedroom to hide 
my tears from our guests,” he 
quoted her as saying. “He fol- 
lowed me and said: ‘This is a fine 
way to act in front of company.’ 
He slapped me several times and 
I thought he was going to strike 
me again. I got the pistol and it 
must have been discharged acci- 
dentally.” 

“Why did you do it?” Jenkins 
asked Mrs. Abrams before being 
removed to St. Mary’s Hospital. 

“You know 1 didn’t mean to do 
it. don’t you? Will you forgive 
me?” she replied, according to the 
police. 

Jenkins had been shot in the 
back. hip and chest. Informed 
that his condition was grave and 
that an operation would be neces- 
sary, he told rh¥sicians: “This 
was an accident—she did not mean 
to do it.” He died at 7:15 a. m. 

E. W. Pollard, who lives on” the 
first floor at the Dartmouth ave- 
nue address, testified that he had 
known the couple as Mr: and Mrs. 
Jenkins. He had recognized from 
the sounds that guests were being 
entertained upstairs. he said. but 
ther: had been no unusual noise. 
He heard the shots and the sound

a jury in Circuit Court here found 
this afternoon. The jury was out 
13 minutes. Judge Charles B. Col- 
lingwood immediately sentenced 
her to life imprisonment in the De- 
troit House of Correction. 

The case, the first to be tried 
by a jury on the specific questidn 
of culpability as a habitual crim- 
inal, went to the jury after aubmis- 
sion by the state of various docu- 
ments to prove that Mrs. Miller had 
been convicted four times as a 
liquor law violator. 

The court previously regised to 
consider éithér. a motion for a 
new trial or a motion to quash 
the procecding against Mrs. Miller. 

The jury that convicted Mrs. 
Miller comprised eight men and 
four women. It was empowered 
to consider only the question of 
whether she was a habitual crim- 
inal, as defined by Michigan's new 
criminal code which. so classifies 
any one four.times convicted of a 
felony.. The jury held the State 
had proved Mrs. Miller had four 
times broken the prohibition law, 
violation of which is a felony. Mrs. 
Miller was the first woman to be 
tried under that law. 

State Senator Seymour !’erson, 
Mrs. Miller’s attorney, nas 4n- 
nounced he will appeal the case 
to the State Supreme Court. Mean- 
while, the Legislature assemoling 
Jan. 2, is expected to,-evise the 
criminal code.

PALESTINIAN CARVING 
OF LON AND DOG FHT 


American Expedition Unearths 
a‘Panel in Ruins of Temple 
at Beisan. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 31.—The 
University of Pennsylvania Mu- 
seum’s archeological expedition to 
Beisan has unearthed a magnifi- 


cent basalt panel which is “by far 
the best sculpture ever found in 
Palestine and the equal of the 
finest Babylonian and Egyptian 
work,” according to a special re- 
port received by the Museum from 
Alan Rowe, director of the expedi- 
tion. 

The panel, three feet in height 
and in an excellent state of preser 
vation, was found near the south 
ern end of the great temple of thi: 
god Mekal, in the Thothmes IIi 
level, dating from 1501 to 1447 B. 
C. This level lies directly beneath 
the Amenophis III levei in which 
a Canaanite fort tower whose dis- 
covery was recorded a few weeks 
ago. 

“The panel is divided imto two 
registers and is sculptured in high 
relief,"’ Rowe's report states. “The 
upper register depicts a lion fight- 
sng with a dog. On the shoulder of 
che lion is a star, the indication of 
a superior being. The lion is the 
classic Assyro-Babylonian lion 
and here represents Nergal, the 
god of plague and death. 

“As the panel probably was 
placed against the door of the 
temple the dog thus guards the 
entry against the lion who brings 
death. The dog shown on the panei 
is like the dogs employed in the 
hunt, the finest epecimen of which 
are conserved for us in the splen- 
did sculptures in the palace of As- 
surbanipal at Nineveh. 

“The lower register shows the 
majestic ‘lion of Nergal being at- 
tacked by a dog who is biting his 
back. Thus, the upper register 
seems to show the lion trying to 
enter the temple, while the lower 
one shows the same anima! being 
driven away from it by the de. 
fending dog.’’ 

During the seven ‘seasons in 
which they have been engaged in 
excavations at Beisan archeologists 
in the museum expedition have 
found few examples of Palestinian 
sculpture there and those whic!) 
were found heretofore were of a 
decidedly crude and inferior work- 
manship. 

For this reason the discovery of 
the panel which Rowe describes ag 
the equal of the finest Babylonia.) 
any Egyptian sculpture is consid- 
ered highly important. The fact 
that passages in the Old Testament 
refer to the presence of lions in 
the Jordan Valley also adds inter 
est to the find.

IN RECUSAL TO PAY U. S$, TAX, 


State Se@preme Court Rules Con- 
cern Is Not Liable for Income 
Levy on Rent Paid.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 31.— 
Refusal of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. of St. Louis to pay the Federal 
income tax on rents it pays for the 
property at the northeast corner of 
Eleventh and Olive streets, St. 
Louis, under a lease requiring the 
Laclede company to assume all 
taxes levied on the property was 
sustained today by Division No. 1 
of the Missouri Supreme Court. 

The Court affirmed the action of 
St. Louis Circuit Court in granting 
an injunction to the Laclede com- 
pany, restraining the owners and 
agents of the property from for- 
felting the lease or taking posses- 
sion of the property because of 
failure to pay the Federal ineome 
tax. ” 

The injunction was directed 
against the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co., and Fred Zeibig, executors of 
the estate of Mrs. Julia Ann Adele 
Sarpy Morrison and the Hanover 
Investment Co. In March, 1908, 
Mrs. Morrison leased the property 
to the Hanover Investment Co., for 
99 years, and in April, 1911, the in- 
vestment company leased it to the 
Laclede company for 93 years and 
11 months. The lease contained a 
provision that the Laclede com- 
pany must pay all taxes and gen- 
eral and special assessments 
against the property, or the income 
arising there from, during the term 
of the lease.

Thinks Them Means - of 
Quick and Econom 
Transportation to South- 
ern Continent. |

highways and airlines rather than

While the President-elect did not 


discuss this subject for publica- 
tion, it is known that he talked 
about it with the officials of most 
of the Central and South American 
countries which he visited. 

Hoover furthermore has made an 
intensive study of the whole prob- 
lem with the view of bringing the 
United States and the Latin-Amer- 
ican republics closer together for 
mutual benefits commercially as 
wel! as culturally. 

The west coast of South Amer- 
ica is regarded as the section 
where development of both a Pan- 
American chain of highways and a 
continent-to-continent airway could 
be brought about more feasibly 
since the uncharted jungles of 
tropical Brazil seem to preclude 
the possibilities of these communi- 
cation means on the east coast at 
least for years to come. 

Railroads to Interior Needed. 


The proposed Pan-American 


railroad which has been ‘discussed 


by all Pan-American confefences 
since 1919 is thought to be so cost- 
ly as to Be unjustified in view of 
cheaper water rates. It is like- 
wise recognized that the needs of 
most countries on the West coast 
of South America are for railroads 
reaching from the coast into the 


interier regions rather than for 
paralleling shore lines. 
The greater development of 


American shipping to South Amer. 
ica also is regarded as highly de- 
sirable but difficulties are present- 
ed in the opinion of members of 
the Hocver party on the East coast 
in the competition of the fast, lux- 
urious liners of European coun- 
tries, particularly of France and 
Germany, operating from New 
York to Rio de Janeiro and Buenos 
Aires. Here again the best Amer- 
ican opportunities appear to lie in 
West coast development, since that 
coast in on an almost direct lin?

“When I landed in Germany,”

She did, and then she entered into 
a contract without my consent, 
giving 40 per cent of my earnings 
to Frank McCambridge, a man I 
didn’t know, to be my manager. 


“Well, I got $3000 from the 
Hearst syndicate for my newspaper 
story, $1500 more for appearing 
one week at the Ambassador Thea- 
ter here and $2750 for one week 
at a Toledo (O.) theater. While 
in Toledo I learned my sister hail 
bought a new auto. I knew she 
couldn’t afford it I heard Mce- 
Cambridge gave her $2000. 

“I came back to St. Louis then, 
and I haven’t been doing much 
since, I had a chance to appear 
at a Omaha theater last week for 
$2750, but couldn’t accept because 
of the contract.” 

McCambridge, a broker, residing 
at the Warwick Hotel, who former- 
ly was in the theatrical business, 
testified that when he read of 
Clarence's stowaway exploit he 
went to Mrs. Hall and contracted 
to manage the boy. Explaining the 
$2000 item, he said he persuaded 
Mrs. Hall’s husband, a_ grocery 
clerk, to quit his job and become 
Clay's assistant manager, at 
$150 week. Later McCambridge 
decided another brother-in-law, 
Tom Wood, a vaudeville actor, was 
better qualified than the grocery 
clerk, so he hired Wood and paid 
Hall $2000 in settlement. 

Mrs. Hall took the stand and de- 
nied she had received any of the 
Her sister, Mrs. Wood, also 
testified and denied she had insti- 
gated the suit to remove Mrs. Hall 
as guardian.

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OK SGIY'S RIGHT 
TO ISSUE TAX BILLS 
PAYABLE TO {TSELE 


Missouri Supreme Court 
Rules Street Improve- 
ments May Be Paid for 
Out of. General Fund. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 31.— 
The power of the City of St. Louis 
to pay contractors ‘for street im- 
provements and _ similar public 
works built by the special tax bill 
method, out of city funds and then 
to issue special tax bills against 
the property benefited, payable to 
the city to reimburse the city 
treasury, was upheld today by Di- 
vision No. 1 of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. 

The Court. sustained the validity 
of a provision of the city charter 
authorizing such procedure, and 
sustained an ordinance passed un- 
der this charter provision. It was 
the first time the Missouri Supreme 
Court has ruled on such a tax bill 
method. 

This provision, in Section 4 of 
Article 24 of the city charter, was 
designed to reduce the cost of pub- 
lic improvements built under the 
special tax bill method. It pro- 
vided for the city paying the con- 


tractor in cash, as the work pro- 
gressed, and reimbursing itself by 
issuance and collection of the spe- 
cial tax bills against property ben- 
efitted by the improvements. 


Old System Increased Costs, 


Formerly such improvements 
were paid for by issuing the spe- 
cia] tax bills at completion of the 
work, payable to the contractor, 
over a period of years, and the 
bills were collected by the con- 
tractor or his assignee. The con- 
tractor usually sold the bills to a 
bank or individual at discounts to 
realize immediate cash for his 
work. The contractor had to make 
provision in his bids on public 
work for the losses through such 
discounting of tax bills, and it. was 
estimated the system added 15 per 
cent or more to the cost of tax bill 
improvements. 

Test of the charter provision was 
made in a suit filed by the city 
against Irene Nicolai, to force col- 
lection of a tax bill payable to the 
city, to reimburse the city for pay- 
ments to a contractor for a street 
improvement. The St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court gave a judgment for the 
city and the defendant appealed. 

Attorneys for the property own- 
er, On appeal, did not dispute the 
right of the city to issue speciait 
tax bills payable to a contractor. 
which has been upheld repeatedly 
by the courts. They contended the 
city had no authority under séc- 
tion 4, article 24, to issue such tax 
bills payable to itself, as reim- 
bursement for having paid the 
contractor in cash. 


No Rights Lost, Says Court. 


It was contended that since the 
tax bill was payable to the city 
the preperty owner was deprived 
of certain rights he had in connec- 
tion with tax bills issued to con- 


‘tractors because of another char- 
_ ter provision that the city was not 


liable in any manner for publie 
works to be paid for by special 
tax bills. The principal right al- 
leged to have been lost was a-«pro- 
vision that if the work was not 
done according to specifications, 
the property owners should pay 
only the value of the work actru- 
ally done, and the tax bills should 
be reduced in the proportion that 
the work fell below the require- 
ments, :

“If the city elects to pay for the 
work from the general revenue and 
issues tax bills to itself, the own- 
ers of the property have the right 
to defend against the bills if the 
work was not done as provided.” 
Judge Gantt said. “The rights of 
the defendants are identical under 
either method of payment.”

DECLINE IN MARRIAGE

Lowest Number Since World 
War Issued in St.. Louis— 
Rules More Strict. 


Fewer marriage licenses were is- 
sued in St. Louis during 1928 than 
during any other year since war 
time, according to end-of-the-year 
statistics prepared at City Hall to- 
day. Up to this morning, 7689 
marriage licenses had becr issued 
and Marriage License Clerk Ruedi 
predicted that perhaps 50 more 
would be issued today. 

Last year the total was 8011, 


lowest in nine years. Ruedi attrib- 
uted the decrease to the stricter is- 
suance rules in force in St. Louis, 
the growing independence of wom- 
en, and the high cost of living. 
The Streets and Sewers Depart- 
ment reported the construction of 
51.4 miles: of new street at a cost of 
$4,693,854, compared with 42.18 


miles in 1927 at a cost of: $4,929.- 
422- the construction of 25.25 miles 
of new sewers at a cost of $3,890.-

Mrs. Sarah Louisa Northcott was 
sentenced today to life imprison- 
ment for the murder of Walter 
Collins, on her plea of guilty. 
Collins was one of four boys al- 
leged to have been tortured and 
killed on a chicken farm near here, 
operated by Mrs. Northcott and 
her son, Gordon Stewart Northcott, 
who also faces murder charges. 
The son is alleged to have kidnaped 
the boys and taken them to the 
ranch’ where he mistreated them 
before putting them to death.

Mrs. Northcott accepted full re- 
The unexpected appearance of

the woman in court followed a se- 


cret confession given Saturday 
night to Chief Deputy District At- 
torney Earle Redwine and Sheriff 
Clem Sweeters. Yesterday she dis- 
missed Robert Savay, her attorney. 
Implicates Others. 

In the confession Mrs. Northcott 
was said by Redwine to have as 
sumed responsibility fcr the ur- 
der of Lewis and Nelson Winslow 
and an unidentified Mexican youth 
as well. However, she charged her 


husband, Cyrus Northcott, and 
Sanford Clark, her grandson, with 
complicity. 

Mrs. Northcott told the urt 


that she did not know at the tire’ 
who the boy was she killed. 

“The child wandered into the 
ranch one night, tired, hungry 
and in ragged clothing,” she said. 
“I felt sorry for him and fed him, 
and gave him a bed in the chicken 
house. He stayed at the ranch 
the next day. and that right when 
I went to the brooder house to see 
how he was getting along he was 
apparently dead. His skull was 
battered but he was still moving. 
I seized an ax which stood nearby 
and struck him dead.”

Mrs. Northcott was no accused 
of complliicity in the murders of 
Lewis and Nelson Winslow or the 
unidentified Mexican boy. The 
entire responsibility for those kill- 
ings Was placed upon Gordon

In her confession Mrs. Nort* 
cott was not clear as to the time 
of the arrivals of the boys at the 
raich, saying that so far as she 
knew they wandered to the house 
and were taken in. She charges 
her husband and grandchild with 
‘striking the first blo. s, and at- 
tempted to clear hér son in each 
case, 

Called to the witness stand to 
establish the degree of crime, 
Clark said Gordon Stewart N-~ th- 
cott forced him to strike Collins 
before the chicken ranch ope ator 
and his mother each dealt him a 
blow.

His. ball and center jump- 
ing is one of the easiest 
Plays to secure possession 


of the ball. Correct jumping 


will aid a. team in securing the 
tipoff. Otherwise it may re- 
Quire five men to gain posses- 
sion of the ball. <All players 
should know how to jump cor- 
rectly. However, this phase of 


the game should not be prac- 
ticed to much for jumping takes 
a‘lot out of a moan. 

The most essential thing in 
jumping is the correct timing. 
It is important to watch the ball 
and not to jump too late or 
early. Since every official. will 
throw the ball at different 
heights ‘the players should know 
after the first few jumps the 
height the particular official will 
toss the ball. 

In jumping the player should 
leap from his'toes. The feet 
should be fairly close together 
before jumping and no freak 
position of the body is advocat- 
ed. The whole weight of the 
body should be in a direct line 
under the ball. The tipping 
hand should be extendei straight 
upward and not swung in a cir- 
cular motion. A player can add 
a few inches to his jump by let- 
ting the ball deflect from the 
tips of his fingers rather than 
by batting the ball. This can be 
done easily if the fingers and 
wrists: are rigid. The free arm 
should never be brought in front 
of the body in jumping but

ANDICAP wrestling - matches 
H of various kinds were yery 

much the rage in the eighties, 
and natufally William Muldeoh 
took part in a number of them dur- 
ing his journeys around the ¢oun- 
try as a professional athlete. Two 
of this description that canfe in for 
a deal of attention all over — the- 
land, and that were given a prom- 
inent place on the sports pages, 
were his bouts with John Theurer, 
claimant of the middleweight 
championship of Ohio, and Duncan 
C. Ross, holder of the Palice. Ga- 
zette championship medal at mixed 
style wrestling. 

At this time there were all kinds 
of wrestling champions. While 
the Greco-Roman,,.at which style 
MYidoon ewas the recognized 
heavyweight king, was the most 
popular, still there were many ad- 
mirers of the catch-as-catch-can, 
colar and elbow. Cumberland, 
Irish, Westmoreland, Cornwall, 
Devonshire and ever so many 
other styles now out of vogue and 
of which each had its several 
claiming champions. Then nearly 
every city or town of any promi- 
nence had its local wrestling hero, 
so that the barnstorming cham- 
pions could usually count on com- 
petition thet made for fair finan- 
cial success. 

When the Muldoon combination 
reached Ohio, loud challenges 
Started to emanate from Hamilton. 
O., Theurer’s home town. At Cin- 
cinnati and other cities touched by 
Muldoon the Theurer challenge was 
always on hand, though not the 
challenger himseif. At least, not 
until Middletown was reached. 
Theurer showed up here—but not 
until after the performance wasall 
over. Finally the tour brought 
them to Hamilton. 


Muldoon’s Conditions.

The Premier, therefore, will 
face Parliament, when it convenes 
Jan. 8 and lead a debate on the 
general policy of the Government 
which the Cabinet decided today

While the eighteenth amendment forbids only the| 
manufacture, sale and transportation of liquor, its) 
purpose is to stamp out the liquor traffic altogether. | 
It is a defiance of that purpose for anyone to pat-| 
ronize a bootlegger and thus help to perpetuate the | 
liquor traffic. If, in doing so, the bootlegger is appre 
hended in a concrete violation of the law, why should 
not the purchaser, who instigates that violation, be 
held subject to the law’s penalties? 

This is the extreme view to take, but the eighteenth | 
amendment and the Volstead act are extreme laws. | 
If Judge Kirkpatrick’s decision stands, the way is) 
open for the conviction of millions of persons who | 
now patronize bootleggers, including many of the) 
foremost citizens of America, leaders in business | 
and the professions.

man of today to spend rather than save 
his money. It 1s that such advice is wholly 
81 lu at young man does save, 
nowadays? What young man, in fact. does 
not spend even more than he has, mort- 
gazing his future income for months ahead 
by accumulating possessions on the instal- 
ment plan? In an age when the best 
business brains, the utmost resources of 
the science of psychology, and the fore- 
most talents in art and writing are sub- 
Oorned for the purpose of breaking down his 
saies resistance, and when the whole weight 
of approved public opinion is applied in 
favor of constantly rising standards of liv- 
ing for everyone, young men, who are 


peculiarly sensitive to such stimuli, ought 
to be the first to respond. Any who does 
not must be an unimaginative, miserly and 
regressive totally unfitted to suc- 
ceed in an era of hustle. 

Mr. Ford’s advice on the subject was 
foreshadowed, some years ago, by the 
words of such an old fogy as a railroad 
president, who on this subject was strangely 
unconventional. It was during the time 
when everybody was being counseled to 
keep a budget, and so to be able to 
within his income and build up a com- 
petence in addition. This gentleman testi- 
fied publicly that. for a few years after his 
marriage he had tried the scheme: and in- 
variably failed to come out even.

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Cynics will say that such sentiments as 
Mr. Ford’s are prompted not so much by 
concern for the young man as by anxiety 
to find a market ffor the tremendous pro- 
ductive capacity pf modern industry. Mr. 
Ford doesn’t nee any capital. If all the 
families in the country scraped and saved. 
and bought millions of dollars’ worth of 
bonds and stocks, it would not do him the 
slightest good, ‘because he does not sell 
bonds and stocks in order to convert the 
proceeds into plant and machinery. But 
tf all the families in the country bought 
new Fords, that would be something upon 
which to congratulate Mr. Ford. For he 
does sell cars, and he needs to sell very, 
very many of them rapidly in order to 
make a profit. Many other—in fact, most 
other—industries are in the same fix. The 
more capital people save and put to proe- 
ductive uses, the more competition their 
already over-extended plants may suffer. 
They do not meed to have anybody save. 
What they want people to do is to spend 
more and more. 

Yet it is to be doubted whether the tra- 
ditional advice on saving was any more 
unselfish than the modern. Was not its 
source those persons who saw the need for 
using the capital. accumulations of others# 
In an era when modern credit methods 
were undeveloped, when capital accumula- 
tions were relatively small, and when me- 
chanical industry was struggling for a foot- 
hold, the enterfivisers sorely needed the

wherewithal to proceed. It was likely to 
be immensely profitable—as sometimes it 
is today—to induce individuals to save anda 
put out money at interest in order that it 
might be used by those fn the business of 
money-lending and by the proprietors of 
factories. Thus it became a social virtue 
to save. And the preaching of this virtue, 
like so many other forms of preaching, 
often disguised itself in terms of promises 
of persona] salvation to the preachee.

The virtue of individual saving has lost 
caste largely because it is no longer so eco- 
nomically mecessary to society. 
might be more accurate to say 
vidual saving tends more and mor 
come compulsory and unconscious. The oid 
theory used to be that there was a mutual 
benefit to the producer and the consumer, 
if the consumer would put aside part of 
his income to lend to the producer. The 
producer would pay something for the 
money; it would enable him to make more 
goods for the use of the consumer: and so, 
in turn, he would profit. Now all that is 
more simply arranged. You do not save 
anything; you just buy a Ford. Out of 
what rou pay, the Ford Motor Co. makes 
a profit. Haif. or perhaps more than half 
of that profit is saved by the Ford Motor 
Co. itself. This surplus.is ample to pro- 


vide the company with all the extensions 
and improvements it needs. It does not 
have to borrow from you. It merely 


charges your mite toward the capital ac- 
cumulation it wants into the price of what 
it sells you. This is an efficient, engineer- 
ing. mass-production method that saves 
you the pain of scrimping. If you should 
put money in the bank instead of buying 
everything you can, you would not be play- 
ing the game. You. would be promoting 
economic waste and stopping the wheels 
of industry. 

But what about the reward to the saver? 

What recompense do you have for giving 
up the interest you might have earned on 
your money if, under the old system. vou 
had held it and lent it to Mr. Ford? Well. 
you have the car. We are coming back 
to the primitive conception that wealth is 
really not money, but goods. The more 
fficiently industry does your saving for 
you, the more goods it ean produce and 
the more cheaply they may be sold. If 
peopice will only spend more and more, 
they can have more and more for what 
they spend Also, the more certain ther 
will be to retain their jobs and increase 
their wages, because free spending stimn- 
lates industrial activity, “Cast your brea 
upon the waters”—and @ full meal will re- 
turn to you tomorrow.

There are exceptions, of course 
For instance where the child has 
an income from an estate or pri 
vate trust, or is independent as far 
as support is concerned, although 
the parent is stil] liable for neces- 


Saries, the rigid rule of enforce- 
ment would not apply. 
The law gives the parent the 


right to the earnings of a child. 
‘The child’s time and services be- 
‘long to the father. If the father 
is not living, then the mother has 
‘legal possession. This right to the 
time and services of the child ac- 


crues in two ways. When the child 
is working out. and where the, 


child has suffered injuries and the 
question of recovery in a personal 
injury action arises. 

Unless the child has been eman- 
cipated the right to the earnings 
of the child ts absolute. The em- 
ployer acts at his own peril in pay- 
ing the money to the child. The 
father may even assign his righ? 
to the child’s earnings. This is a 
legal right. The mora) right is 
the care and support which the 
child receives. He is legally bound 


ished by the Government under 
statute if he fails to do so. There- 
fore, where the child is taken from 
the father on an order of the court 
and given to the mother, she is en. 
|titled to the earnings and services 
of the child. Though the father 
j/may be paying her alimony. the 
‘mother would be entitled to the 
‘child's earnings and services. It
